They are the largest ever erected in 
They were originally built for 
swinging offdhe three Italians, who killed their 
fellow countrymen and shipped his reirains in 
a trunk to Pittsburg. At the time the mur- 
derers were hung the trap was made to com- 
fortably ho'd the three men, but to accommodate 


| the anarchists it has been enlarged to the ex- 


tent of two feet and a half in width. To reach 
the seaifold the}{men who are to be executed are 
escorted trom ihe jail office through the lower 
corridor of the cell room: to an iron stairway 
which leads to the second tier. This is the dis- 
tance of ten feet froin the ground ficor and the 
platform of the gallows is even with this tier. 
The woodwork of the instrument of destruc- 
tion is painted, or rather stained, a very dull 
reddish brown and as seen by the dim light of 
gas jets was anything but pleasant to look 
upon. The weird effect was heightened by a 
little sentry box, which is located just back of 
the trap. In this is stationed the man who 
really is the executioner. Into this box ex- 
tends arope. Ata given signal, the unknown 
man inside cuts the rope with a brand new and 
especially sharpenod chisel of wide dimension 
by striking the chisel a heavy blow witha 
mallet. Down goes the trap a distance of six 
feet. At the sanie time the murderer is 
launched into eternity.

Between one and two o'clock the sheriff and 
iis asstestants tested the callews. Heavy. bacs 
of sand were attached to the ropes and the 
traps were sprung.

At six o'clock this morning three hundred 
piicemen, armed with rifles, bayonets. revol- 
vers and full cartridge boxes, were on duty at 
the jail. Chief Ebersold was in command in 
persou, his aides being Captains Buckley, Hub- 
bud and Sehaack. The three companies 
of police that has been quartered in the jail and 
criminal court building since the new orders 
went into force, did duty inside the building 
today. The officers in command were in. 
structed how to dispose of their men, details 
having been made for every advantageous 
post. in addition to the battaiion on the in- 
side, there was a force on the outside com- 
posed of a company from each of the five pre- 
«ucts, commanded by a lieutenant and three 
conpanies from the central detail. This 
force was armed with rifles, and surrounded 
tue entire block in which the jail is situated. 
Wiich, in addition to cordons of police, 
' inclosed by = ropes. The  lieu- 
fenonuts have been ordered to station 
their companies in open order with loaded 
pieces and fixed bayonets and were especially 
lustrueted to hold their positions no matter 
What happened until they received orders 
from their superior officers.

THE CROWD AT THE GALLOWS. 


Newspaper Reporters, Bailiffs and Jurors 
Present. 

Coox County Jatt, Chicago, November 
11.—At 10:55 fully 250 newspaper men, local 
politicians and others, among them the twelve 
jurors who were to view the bodies aiter exe- 
cution, had passed through the dark passage 
undef the gallows and’ began s¢ating them- 
selves. The bailiffs said a few words to the 
journalists, begging them to make norush 
when the drop fell, but to wait decently in 
order. 

Parsons was given a cup of coffee a few min- 
utes before the march to the scaffold was 
begun. The raitling of chairs,§ tables and 
benches of reporters continued for several 
minutes, but by 11:05 there began to fall a 
hush and conversation among the crowd sunk 
almost toa whisper. The bare whitewashed 
walls made a painful contrast with the dark 
brown gallows, with its four new ropes drop- 
ping ominously near to the floor. 

A GLEAM OF SUNSHINE 
shooting through a window at this instant fell 
on the corner of the death machine and in a 
slight degree relieved its sombre hue. Through 
a window one saw a number of policemen arm- 
ed with rifles looking down fyom the roof of 
the Dearborn street wing on Tle proceedings. 

The chief bailiff began at 11:10 calling out 
the names of the persons summoned as jurors 
and bringing them forward toa row of little 
stools directly.in front of the gallows. No 
other sounds were heard in the long high -cor- 
ridor but the solemn monotonous voice of the 
bailiff and the rustling of jurors as they tiptoed 
forwards through the crowd. 


THE FINAL SCENE, 


The March to the Seaffold—Remarks of the 
Condemned—The Trap Sprung.

11.—It lacked just seven minutes and a, half 
of the hour of high noon, when a single white- 
shrouded figure, above which was a face of 
vellowish pallor—the face of August Spies— 
yassed the first post of the gallows.

Justthen Dr. Murphy, a young physician, 
standing back of Engel whispered a “joke at 
Engel’s ear. Incredible as it may seem, the 
low-browed anarchist laughed outright with 
the rope around his neck and while another 
was being fastened on Parsons by his side. But 
the grotesque laugh stopped in a single instant 
and Parsons, meekly as a saint, turned his 
eyes upward at the dangling line above him. 

PUTTING ON THE WHITE CAPS. 

Before the four anarchists had an inkling of 
what was to be done, white caps were deftly 
slipped upon their heads and drawn quickly 
down to their necks, shutting off the view of 
each as completely, and with less warming 
that does the camera cloth of a photographer. 
Angust Spies was the first of the four doomed 
men to make use of his wits while hé could. 
In a tone of intense bitterness of spirit, he, 
the man who wrote the infamous “revenge”’ 
circular, hissed out between his tightlyelench- 
ed teeth: 

‘There will comea time when our silence 
will be more powerful than the voices of those 
who are strangling us to death.” 

The last syllable of Spies’s concluding 
words, hoarse with suppressed passion, had 
not reached theend when Engel, raising his 
voice, wildly cried: 

‘‘Hurrah for anarchy.”’ 

Fischer caught the fire of the utterance and 
still more loudly exclaimed : 

“Tlurrah for anarchy!’’ adding: 
the happiest moment of my life,”’ 

There was asilence like the grave, broken 
abruptly by the slow measured intonation of 
Parsons, like a white robed priest before the 
altar of saerifice, not as a dying request, but 
rather like a command of warning he sounded 
forth : 

“May I be allowed to speak ?”’ 

Then with a slow entreaty, came: 

“Will you let me speak, Sheriff Maston ?’ 

There was another agonizing pause. Mufiled 
through the shroud broke ont in unnatural 
hollow accents:

For many weeks previous 
Linge had been purchasing and experimenting 
with dynamite as the paid agent of one of the 
seven International ‘“‘groups,’’ but subsequent 
events showed beyond any reasonable doubt 
that this particular explosive made the bomb 
that was heard round the world. The bomb, 
with fifty others manufactured by Lingg under 
the auspices of the International association, 
which furnished the money, and of which the 
celebrated defendants were not members sim- 
Ply, but leaders. 

‘ext day, May 1, the eight-hour strikes be- 
gan in earnest, and by nightfall, when the first 
intelligent estimates were obtainable, 30,000 


men walked the streets idle. Promptly in the | 


morning, Sunday, when the churches through- 
out the city were resounding with swelling 
hosannas, the stuffy little Bohemian hall on 
Emma street was crowded with members of 
THE LEHR AND WEHR VEREIN, 

an inner circle of the omnipresent internat- 
ional. Detailed plans for the near-at-hand 
confiict with the police were submitted by 
Editor Engel, and listened to by Spies, Lieu- 
tenant Fischer. These plans were the ones 
followed almost to the letter at the Haymar- 
ket, but the decision to do so was not 
reached at this mecting Instead, it 
was determined to take action 
at another gathering of the Lehr and Wehr 
in a larger hall and more central location, to 
be asseinbled within twenty-four hours, This 
was to be in Greif’s hall, Monday night, 
May 3. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung, of which Spies and 
Schwab were the editors and managers, called 
together the armed men who were to engage 
in this 

SPECLFIC COMPACT TO MURDER. 
The Sunday evening edition, published a 


few hours after the Bohemian hall meeting, 4 


contained this cabalistic legend: ‘*Y—-ILomme 
Montag Abend.”” (Y-—Come Monday night.) 
This was the summons to the armed sections 
to meet, as they did, Mouday night at Greif’s. 


‘The call was-published again Monday after- 


noon, indicating the importance of the matters 
to come before the meeting. The Sunday 
issue of the Arbeiter had a significant arti- 


cle, urging. ‘‘quick and immediate action,’’- 


adding: ‘‘By Mouday or Tuesday the conflict 
must Cavs reached its highest intensity, else 
success Willthen be doubtful.’’ Almost be- 
fore the ink onthis could dry Spies was at the 
Sunday afternoon mecting of the central 
labor union arranging to have himself dis- 
patched to McCormick’s the following day to 


address the thousands of strikers out along the “ 


old Black road. 

From the top of a freight car, on the prairie 
near McCormick’s, next afternoon—Monday— 
Spies belched into the ears of the 12,000 ex- 
cited strikers, mostly foreigners, the hottest 
harangue ever uttered by him in public. He 
spoke in the German language, of which he is 
more master even thanof English. The effect 
of his words was like magic. 

“ON TO M’CORMICK's!” 

was theecry. The maddened horde, urged for- 
ward by Spies, Lingg and other daring anarch- 
ists present, rushed at the great factory like so 
many wild beasts. They had canght up bowl- 
deis and clubs on the way, and in an instant 
the thousand windows of the factory were be- 
ing shivered in countiess fragments. Then it 
was that patrol wagons, loaded with police, 
the horses covered with foam, dashed through 
the crowd from behind. Jt isadmitted by Spies 
that he ordered the mob, nany of whom were 
flourishing revolvers, to resist the attempts of 
the police to quell the riot. Of course the 
victors were the police, but that to Spies, ac- 
cording to his own aceounts, was not of much 
concern. The blood of workingmen had been 
drawn, and when he satistied himself that suct 
a result was produced, the anarehist leader 
coolly withdrew, though the battle was at its 
height. 

Taking a street car direct to the Arbeiter 
Zeitung oftice, yee after:a hurried consulta- 
tion with Schwab, Neebe and others, decided 
to call the Havinarket mass meeting, and then 
wrote 

THE INFAMOUS “REVENGE CIRCUTAR” 
Twenty-five hundred copies were issued as 
quickly as printers could work, and everything 
was now ripe for the murder-compact meeting 
that nightin Greif’s basement, the saine that 
had been called by the Arbeiter Zeitung that 
day and the day before. In this connection 
the exact wording of the circular, especially 
the latter portion, foreshadowing the slaughter 
of the morrow, the fatal 4th of May, possesses 
peculiar interest. ‘Spies wrote: 

“REVENGE! REVENGE! . 


“WORKMEN, TO ARMS! 

Sten of labor. this afternoon the blootdhownds of 
your oppressors murdered six Of your brother's at 
McCormick's, Why did they murder them?’ -Pe- 
cause they dared to be dissiitisfied with the lot which 
your oppressors hays assigned to them. They de- 
manded bread and they gave them lead for an an- 
swer, mindful of the fact that thus people are most 
effectively silenced. You have for many, many 
vears endured every humiliationSwitbhout protest; 
have drudged from éarly in the moruing till late at 
night; have sufered all sows of privations. have 
even sacrificed your children, You have done 
everything to fill the coffers of your masters— 
everything ‘or them; and now, when you 
approach them and immlore them to make your 
burden a Little lighter, as a reward tor your sacrifices 
they send their bloodhonnds—the police—at you in 
order to cure you, with bullets, of your dissatisfac- 
tion. S‘aves, we ask and conjure you, by all that is 
cacred and dear to you, avenge the atrocious murder 
which has been committed on your brothers today 
and which wil) likely be committed on vou tomor- 
row. Laboring men, Hercules, vou have arrived at 
the ecrossway. Which way wil! vou decide? For 
slavery and hunger or for freedom and bread’ ji 
you decide for jhe laiter, then ao not delay a 
moment; then, ple. toatms! This must be your 
motto. Think of the heroes who-e blood has fer 
t lized the roxd to progress, liberty and humani i 
and to strive and become worthy of them. : 

‘OUR BROTHERS. 

Neebe and other notabies of the T. A. A. 
took horses, and in person scattered the cir- 
cular broadcast, not failing to leave copies 
with the rank and file of the international 
“arnred sections’ gathering at Grief’s hall, 54 
West Lake street. That the cireuljar fave the 
impulse to the action of the armed sections at 
this Monday night meeting, and inspired the

acreed upon, is apparent from the fact that its 
contents were first fully discussed. Then the

A darker picture is not to be found in history 
than this spectacle of four-score murderous 
conspirators in the wretched saloon basement 
remorselessly plotting the massacre that occur- 
ed not a hundred yards distant, before another 
mnidnight passed. Rudolph Schnaubelt. the 
thrower of the Haymarket bomb, was ainong 
the eighty or more assassins who composed 
this horrible meeting, Though adjourn- 
ment did not come till long after eleven 
it was not 7 o'clock next morning, Tuesday, 
when Louis Lingg, a member of this identical 
“armed section.”’ opened the chest of dyna- 
mite that had lain untonched in his lodgings 
since four days before.

It was some time after 7.0 p. m.— 
the hour mentioned for the Haymarket meet- 
jug to begin—when Lingg put into a little 
trunk what bombs were ready—some fifty or

Twenty-five thousand people, the anarchist 
leaders estimated, would be gathered together 
in the Haymarket. This was not an extrava- 
gant expectation, when 12,000 had been so 
easily m near McCormick’s. But fear of 
further rioting kept pretty much everybody at 
home except about 2,000 men, nearly all of 
them unmistakably anarchists. Undoubtedly 
the smallness of the crowd made the anarchist 
leaders pause. ‘*The social revolution’’ backed 
by a mob of workmen 25,000 strong had 
changed to @ prospective fight between an- 
archists alone on one side and the police in 
force on the other. It was evident to the most 
casual spectator in the Haymarket that a hitch 
existed somewhere, and apparently the meet- 
ing’s managers were all completely at sea. 

he great dim-lighted square was a decidedly 
uncanmy scene with its scattered groups of ges- 
ticulating, trampish-looking occupants lining 
the sidewalks and pouring in and out of the 
rickety surrounding saloons. The Arbeiter 
Zeitung conference of leaders had been a _ pro- 
longed one, and when at last Spies, Parsons, 
Fielden and the rest reached the Haymarket 
square they seemed

It will probably never be known whether the 
evident hesitancy was caused by the delay of 
Lingg’s confederates, a proposed abandonment 
of the outbreak. or the hope that the police

to the front, discarding all pretense of mild- 
ness. He electrifiedthe rabble at once. The 
crowd swayed excitedly backward and _for- 
ward in the narrow shadowy confines of Des- 
plaines street, into which they had come from 
the open square, and pressed eagerly closer to 
the flickering gas-lamp that lighted the speak- 
er’s shaggily-bearded face and powerful form. 
When he tragically urged the wrought-up

and word was passed to their commander. 

Captain Bontield, following the plain direc- 
tions of the state law covering exactly such 
eases, gave orders to have the meeting dis- 
persed.

Fielden, stepping 
down from the wagon, gave the ‘‘ruhe”’ excla- 
mation: ‘‘Weare peacealle.”’ Instantly the 
bomb was thrown, the first in free America.

The immediate arrest of all the chief 
malefactors, barring alone, was fol- 
lowed by their prompt arraignment for mur- 
der June 21,before Judge Joseph K.. Gary, 
who proved bimself a; able as he is worthy. 
The escape of Schnaubelt, the actual thrower 
of the bomb, who was set free before his im- 
portance was suspected, wasa blunder only 
equaled by the mistake on the opposite side 
when Parsons made his seusational voluntary 
surrender.

Two months precisely was the length of the 
trial, engrossing from day to day the attention 
of the civilized world. Whatever legai talent 
could do was exhausted by the defense under 
the direction of Captain Black, while State's 
Attorney Grimnell directed the prosecution 
with a skill reaching every point.

ive than subsequent ones for the “reds” by 
General Butler, Roger Pryor and J. Randolph 
Tucker before the highest court of the nation. 
George Francis Train and his queer exploits 
were in singular contrast with the grave lega! 
proceedings and the bitter struggles in the 
trades unions. 

The splits caused by friends of the con- 
demned in two of the greatest brotherhoods in 
the world—Knights of Labor and Turners— 
have had far-reaching effects, but the atten- 
tion of people ge has been much more 
strongly orresen the events of the past few 
days.

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ABANDONED BY ITS LEADER,

Chairman George Hillyer’s prohibition card 
published in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION created 
quite a sensation in the city and was generally 
commented upon. 

It produced a decided effect and admissions 
which he makes resulted in exploding a bomb 
in the prohibition ranks. In his card Mr. Hill- 
yer says:

It will be remembered that two years ago

Just 
what these agents are, however, the general 
has never yet clearly explained. The probib- 
itory liquor law that now obtains in Maine 
was passed by the legislature of 1857, 

RULING OUT CIDER. 


This law has been amended frequently by 
succeeding legislatures, chiefly through 
the tireless persistency of General Dow, 
and always with a tendency to 
make its provisions more stringent. 

The latest amendment was the so-called 
‘cider clause,’’ which practically forbids the 


farmer to manufacture eider to sell it as such. 
After the cider has become sour, he may sell 
itas vinegar, but te sclla glass of sweet apple 
juice, fresh from the mill, subjects the farmer 
io the liability of fine and imppisonment. 

THE FARMER'S PROTEST. 

This last caused so much 
rrumbling among the farmers that when Gen- 
sral Dow went before the lezislature three years 
age with amendments to still further intensify 
the prehibitory law. lhe was given a very cool 
recepiion, and his proposed amendments were 
sejected.

Anii-Prohibition Speeches. 
THOUSANDS MASSED IN THE STREETS 


The Famous Negro Preacher Prays for the 
Prohibjtionists—His Two Hours',Talk 
~—Remarks of Mr, Cochrane. 


There was a rousing mass meeting of antis 
last night in front of the artesian well. 

Colonel Goodwin and Colonel Brandt, who 
were upon the stand, estimate the crowd at 
between 5,000 and 6,000, 

There were about as many colored as white 
people in the gathering. 

Despite the cold atmosphere the crowd stood 
its ground for two and a half hours listening to 
speaking. 

It had been published that the meeting 
would be held in the basement of tire county 
courthouse, but the county commission- 
ers said it had been promised to the probibi- 
tionists, and the request of the antis for its 
was refused. The building, however, was not 
used last night, and when the crowds flocked 
there, the place was vacant and dark. 

The speakers were tardy and the crowd got 
impatient. Mr. A. M. Cochrane, the orator 
from Texas, was observed on the stand,and be 
was compelied to make a few remarks, He 
said: : 

‘Fellow Citizens—I know you are not expecting a 
speech of me tonight agg Mpabe | spoke for two and 
a half hours Jast night. it would strain my lungs 
and voice too much to speak in the open alrtonight. 
You'll have the pleasure of bearing me frequently 
during the campaign. [|Appiause.} I am going to 
speak in the opera house and want to save myself 
for open air meetings just before the battle ends. 
The ge a of Atlanta sing the same — 
as the prohibitionists in Texas, they make al 
kind of sport of the personal Lberty§ cry. 
Oh, how they fear that word liberty, 
and freedom, and well they may. They did 
that in Texas and vainly tried to stop the cry ‘let me 
have liberty.’ . They are full of this campaign dodge 
of individual liberty. They would like to drive us 
from the standpoint of libeity but their shaits can- 
not fall heavy enough, their arrows cannot fall 
thick enough to take our liberty and frce morat 
agency. Here we intend to stand and fight it out 
They quote Mr. Balckstone on liberty. What in the 
devil have we got to do with Mr. Blackstone? If I 
remember correctly Mr. Blackstone lived many 
years ago. If I remember correctly he lived in the 
days of monarchy, not a day of liberty in his life. 
He always preached that ‘a king cannot 
do wrong,’ and let me tell you 
we want an American definition of 
liberty—no European, a monarchial—definition of 
freedom. We claim under American government 
that we are sovereigns and not subjects. We want 
no man as our guardian to say what we shall eat, to 
say what we shall drink, to say what we shall wear. 
Gentleman, the orator of the night is present; I will 
close.”’ 

Many of the crowd cried: “Go on; wé want 
io hear more,’’ but Mr. Cochrane sat down, 
and the Rey. J. W. Carter rose to speak. 

Carter is a typical negro, with an immense 
mouth and rows of snow-white teeth. He has 
a cyclonic delivery and a voice which can be 
heard for half a mile. He was wildly 
cheered as he faced the crowd. -.For 
more than two hours he spoke rapidly. 

He told some funny jokes which kept the 
crowd convulsed with laughter. He read sey- 
eral articles from the United Churches, and 
made severe comments as he went along. He 
devoted half an hour to handling the preachers 


mentaries were so jocose and original as to 
convulsé his hearers with laughter. 

He declared that he had promised to pray 
for the politicians, and he would ‘‘put up one 
right.’’ Then he assuined a position near the 
front of the stage and prayed as follows: 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name; thy kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth asin Leaven. Give us this day our daily 
bread, and forgive wus our tres;asses as we firzive 


those who trespass against us. Lead us not into 
temptaton, dor thou never dost lead. us in 
the way of the tempter, but always manifests 


thyself to deliver us. Al. the power and kingdom be 
thine. Oh, Gracious Lord, will thou be pleased to 
look upon this beaulifiel ciiy of oareend tts lovely” 
inhabitants. Oh! Lord! save the sweet people from 
the despotic and tyrannical iiauds of prohibition. 
i'Cheers, and cries of ‘‘amen!’’| OS! Lord, have mer- 
cy on those who, unawares. have voted against 
their own interest. [Applause.} Ob, Holy Father, 
bless the poor preachers that think they are doing 
their duty by removing from the pulpit to help the 
dry party. [Cries of ‘amen,’’]

The Country Voters Soaked With Anti Argu- 
ments Last Night. 

“Tnever spoke at so enthusiastic, but quiet 
and decorous meeting, as that tonight at Bolt- 
on,’ said Colonel George T. Fry t0 a reporter 
late last night. 

He and Mr. Clark Howell and Captain 
Mathews bad just returned from Bolton,where 
a rally of the wets was held in the schoolhouse. 
The building was filled with voters, nearly all 
of whom were white. 

The only speaker was Colonel George T

Mr. W.M. Parkharst, .the registrar who 
has had charge of the prohibition registration 
books in south Atlanta since the registering 
begun, and Mr. James Robinson, his assistant, 
have surrendered the registration books to Mr.

The change in the office created considera- 
ble talk yesterday, 

: Mr. Parkhurst is one of the most expert reg- 
istrars in the state, and has had charge of more 
registration books than any gentleman in the. 
city. He is thoroughly familiar with the 
work, and whenever a registration season 
opened the gentleman has been found manag- 
ing & registration office. Mr. Robinson, who 
has been acting as his assistant, is one of the 
best clerks in the city and his services are al- 
ways in-demand. Since the present registra- 
tion began both gentlemen have been giving 
their time to the work and have been doing it 
faithfully. 

ae they will not register another voter this 

Just why they left the office is not known. 
The change was made yesterday by the county 
comunissig¢ners, and immediately after it was 
announced rumors were thick. By some it 
was claimed that the registrar was asked to 
resign wiile others say that he was asked to 
withdraw his resignation after it had been 
handed if. Mr. Parkhurst, so it is said, has 
made it @ point to ask every person who regis- 
tered for his position on the question. ‘This 
consumed some time and finally became of- 
fensivé t certain persons who now assert 
that he has been making a private count based 
— the assertions of those who have regis- 

red. 

These statements are all denied just as 
strenuously as they are asserted. The rumors 
do not account for Mr. Robinson’s retirement, 
but when he and Mr. Parkhurst are ques- 
tioned about the matter they both give an ac- 
count quite different from the rumors, Mr. 
Parkhurst asserting that he sent in his resigna- 
tion because he is compelled to leave at once 
for New Orleans to attend the United States 
court, and Mr. Robinson declaring that he 
quits beea@use his serviees are needed in the 
tax receiver's oftice.
